Commentator claims people ‘don’t care 


A racing commentator has dis¬ 
missed Epsom’s biggest sporting 
event provoking anger from the 
local community. 

Mark Johnson, one of Britain’s se¬ 
nior racecourse commentators, told 
a US web-site that “people don’t 
care” about the Epsom Derby, which 
is watched by 500million viewers 
world-wide. 

Mr Johnson, who regularly com¬ 
ments for Channel 4 at Britain’s 
major race courses told a journalist 
from the Courier-Journal racing 
blog, in Kentucky that “our (Epsom) 
Derby isn’t the race that stops our 
nation. Yes, lots of people watch it 
and we get a lot in the infield. 

“However, since it moved from a 
Wednesday to a Saturday, a lot of

people don’t care.” 

The Epsom Derby is the longest 
running annual sporting event in the 
world. It still managed to hold an 
event during both World Wars and 
predates the storming of the Bastille 
in 1789. 

Mr Johnson’s comments have 
upset local residents who welcome 
the event which attracts 140,000 peo¬ 
ple each year to the town. 

Chris Grayling, MP for Epsom and 
Ewell, said: “I think this is just not 
true and an unfair comment. How 
many other races really grab the na¬ 
tion’s attention? Anybody who 
thinks the Derby is not what it used 


to be is wrong.” 

Conservative Epsom and Ewell 
Councillor Sean Sullivan said: “He 
should know better. It’s a popular 
event and it’s certainly not in de¬ 
cline. It’s a world renowned event 
which is popular whether it’s on a 
Wednesday or whether it’s on a Sat¬ 
urday.” 

Epsom Derby managing director 
Nick Blofeld said: “It’s a strange 
thing to say. The Epsom Derby is 
striving and doing extremely well on 
a Saturday. 

“The Derby is still one of the great¬ 
est occasions on the British calendar 
and I know it has it’s pros and cons, 
but I think it’s very good for Epsom.” 

John Earnshaw, the owner of local 
stable Glanmire Farm said: “I would

have to disagree with his comments 
greatly. To me the Epsom Derby is 
something that is unique and fantas¬ 
tic. It’s a family day out and racing is 
an important part of this communi¬ 
ty.” 

Yesterday Mr Johnson, who is bid¬ 
ding for a job to call the Kentucky 
Derby, claimed he was misquoted. 

“There was a line which did not ap¬ 
pear in the sentence. In these cir¬ 
cumstances you’re in the hands of 
the person who writes the inter¬ 
view.” 

Mr Johnson revealed he was vying 
for the job of commentator at the 
Derby next year.

Cats from sanctuary need food, help and a home 


The owner of a house dedicat¬ 
ed to care for abandoned cats 
and those whose owner’s can¬ 
not care for them anymore is 
appealing for help. 

Rosemary Cook houses 
around 30 cats, including kit¬ 
tens and older cats who need a 
new place to live, with the sup¬ 
port of the Epsom Cats’ Protec¬ 
tion (ECP) and counts on 
volunteers to look after them 
and help them find a home. 


“People are being evicted 
from their homes and can’t 
take their pets with them,” she 
said. “We try to find them new 
homes but if people love their 
pets we try to give them the 
chance to get together again. ” 
The home for cats in the 
Epsom Downs has been 
running for 20 years, but it 
needs volunteers and dona¬ 
tions to stay open. 

“We’ve had times when it has 


been very difficult, but we have 
managed to keep going. The 
ECP has a group of people that 
does fundraising, but dona¬ 
tions are always welcome,” she 
said.

Council gets its skates on 
so park is usable by spring 


Ashtead’s ambitious new 
skatepark could be in use by 
next spring after Mole Valley 
District Council granted ap¬ 
proval last week.

The £80,000 park will be sited 
behind the youth centre in 


Ashtead recreation ground 
near the Woodman pub. 

The scheme has been scaled 
down and re-sited after objec¬ 
tions from residents living 


near the recreation ground in 
Barnett Wood Lane, who 
claimed the original plans 
would have caused a distur¬ 
bance to neighbouring homes. 

The building is expected to 
start in the new year although 
there is still some money to 
raise. Ashtead Rotary Club, 
the local churches and both 
district and county council¬ 
lors have campaigned and 
fundraised for the park to pro¬ 
vide more activities in 
Ashtead for young people. 

“It has been a real communi¬ 
ty effort,” said county council¬ 
lor Tim Ashton. 

“People are fed up with kids 
hanging around Tesco, but 
there is not a lot for them to 
do. 

“It will all be part and parcel 
of the youth club and we 
hope that where it is, it won’t 
cause anyone any problems.” 

By the time the skateboard 
park is completed it is 
hoped that a full-time youth 
leader will be at work in 
Ashtead funded by the 
Ashtead Churches Communi¬ 
ty Trust.

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Problems dim switch-on celebrations

The long-awaited Epsom 
Christmas lights had a dis¬ 
appointing switch-on be¬ 
cause of lack of 
organisation. 

After months of cam¬ 
paigning, with the support 
of residents and business¬ 
es, the £20,000 lights were 
switched on without any 
celebrations on Friday. 

Councillor Dallen said: 
“We were hoping to organ¬ 
ise a much bigger event for 
the switch-on. 

“We had problems get¬ 
ting the display going and 
very close to the event we 
were not sure we were 
going to be ready in time. 
What we didn’t want to 
happen, was to have a 
number of VIPs standing 
around and finding that ac¬ 
tually there were no 
Christmas lights. So,

rather than take that risk, 
we opted for a very low-key 
switch-on event where, ba¬ 
sically, they were just 
switched on.” 

Coun Dallen admitted 
the event lacked proper 
management. 

He said: “I’ll accept that. 
This year we worked hard 
to make sure the lights 
were up and we hit a lot of 
challenges on the way. 
We’ve managed to get over 
all those challenges, but 
only just. 

“Now we know the prob¬ 
lems and the challenges 
and, what’s more impor¬ 
tant, we can plan better 
and be more confident next 
year.” 

The small committee 


that organised the lacklus¬ 
tre switch-on released a 
statement that said: “Last 
Friday saw the official 
switching on of the best 
Christmas lights Epsom 
has seen for many years. 

“The Epsom Guardian 
supported the lights appeal 
as did Surrey County 
Council, Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council, Surrey 
Chamber of Commerce 
and many local businesses 
and residents, all working 
together to achieve a won¬ 
derful Christmas display. 

“This community effort 
shows what can be done 
when everyone works to¬ 
gether towards a common 
goal.”

Dead woman’s name kept secret 


Police and coroners are re¬ 
fusing to release the name 
of a 52-year-old woman 
found dead on the railway 
tracks just outside Epsom 
station. 

The British Transport 
Police acknowledged that 
some of their officers were 
called to the scene where 
the woman was found at 
7.30am, on November 23, 
and that paramedics from 


the Surrey Ambulance ser¬ 
vice also attended, but both 
police and Surrey Coro¬ 
ner’s Office have refused to 
give her name even after 
an inquest on her death 
was opened and adjourned. 

The coroner’s office said 
they had given details of 
the case at the opening of 
the inquest and that they 
would not name the victim 
outside court. 


A Home Office circular 
from 1980 urged coroners 
to make sure the press was 
informed of all inquests, 
but Surrey coroners, based 
in Woking, deemed a no¬ 
tice put up in their build¬ 
ing was enough to inform 
the press.

Illegal erections cost developer £7,500 


A developer has been fined over 
£7,500 for illegally erecting signs at 
Epsom Downs. 

Argyll Developments admitted 
contravening the Town and Coun¬ 
try Planning Act 1990 by erecting a 
board at the junction of Garlichill 
Road and Yew Tree Bottom Road, 
Epsom Downs, which directed traf¬ 
fic to the Gables development in 
Beech Grove, which they own. 

The company, which was also or¬ 


dered to pay costs of £443, had been 
warned about their illegal signs on 
two separate occasions, Redhill 
Magistrates’ Court heard last Mon¬ 
day 

Councillor Steve Farrer, execu¬ 
tive member for enforcement, said: 
“The council operates a zero-toler¬ 
ance policy on fly-posting and 
unauthorised signage. Our neigh¬ 
bourhood wardens specifically 
check the borough is free of fly- 


posters and, when we find those re¬ 
sponsible, we will enforce the law. 

“This should serve as a warning 
to others that we will seek to gain 
the maximum penalty from the 
courts for this antisocial be¬ 
haviour, especially those that con¬ 
tinue to flout the law.”

Short term fix planned for Hollymoor 


Short term improvements are 
being planned for the run-down 
Holllymoor Lane area, after the 
credit crunch put ambitious re¬ 
generation plans on hold. 

Epsom and Ewell Council is to 
look at ways of making the Epsom 
estate appear more welcoming and 
to improve its graffiti daubed 
image, until the country’s finances 
are on stronger footing. 

The council, together with Rose¬ 
bery Housing Association, had 
planned a major regeneration that 
would have provided the area with 
more affordable housing, new 
shops and a doctors’ surgery. 

But the scheme relied on the 
council using the proceeds from 
the sale of land to finance its share 
of the construction cost, and on 
Rosebery obtaining finance for the 
affordable housing. 

The economy has taken a dive 
since the plans were drawn up, and 
both land values and housing

finance have suffered. 

Many housing associations and 
private developers have been un¬ 
able to secure funding for their 
schemes, and a large proportion of 
developments are unable to 
go ahead.

“I am extremely disappointed that 
the credit crunch is affecting 
funds for much-needed affordable 
housing in the borough.” 


Councillor Keith Mann, chair¬ 
man of the council’s strategy and 
resources committee added: “Both 
the Council and Rosebery have 
been looking at ways to overcome 
these financial problems. If we 
have to delay the Hollymoor Lane 
development, we will look at mea¬ 
sures to provide short term im¬ 
provements to the area to bridge 
the gap until funding becomes 
available and the scheme can move 
forward.” 

Sara Thakkar, chief executive of 
Rosebery Housing, said: “For us, it 
is essential to keep open communi¬ 
cation with residents and to en¬ 
sure that our continued work with 
partners will lead to short term 
improvements, whilst we still con¬ 
tinue to build on plans for the fu¬ 
ture regeneration of this 
neighbourhood.”

The survey analysed 150 local author¬ 
ities, taking into account a variety of 
factors from life expectancy the labour 
market, weekly wages, price of hous¬ 
ing, the environment, education and 
crime. 

Near neighbour Elmbridge came in 
first place, with a high life expectancy, 
good school results and high earnings, 
but with the second most expensive 
properties for any local authority out¬ 
side London. 

Neighbouring Mole Valley came in 
43rd place while Reigate and Banstead 
was in 55th and Sutton was in 118th 
place. 

Epsom and Ewell earned its ranking 
with its employment rate of 81 per cent, 
83 per cent rate of owner occupation, 
an average weekly wage of £716, com¬ 
pared with £1,048 per week in Elm- 
bridge, and life expectancy of 79.7 years 
for males.

Mike Sanders, the chairman 
of the club and major share¬ 
holder said: “I don’t think it’s 
in the staff’s interest to close 
the club. 

“The company has money 
in frozen bank accounts and 
once the administrators have 
taken charge the accounts 
will be unfrozen and the 
money used to pay them.” 

Regulars Graham and Pat 
Stoneham said: “It is sad that 
the gates closed and the dis¬ 
missive way that the staff 
have been treated. 

“My husband and I and our 
family have eaten every Sun¬ 
day apart from holidays for 
the past two years. 

“The staff are always wel¬ 
coming, professional and 
committed and the Sunday 
carvery is the best in the area. 

“I have to say I have never 
seen so such loyalty and com¬ 
mitment to customers.” 

Mr Sanders, the managing 
director of PGF Consultancy 
Ltd, the firm which owns the 
club, is no longer in control of 
the firm or the club. 

He said: “I think the bank 
administrators will wish to 
keep trading as a business 
and keep the club as it is.

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Crash victim’s 
£85k payout 


A woman seriously injured in 
a car crash that killed two of 
her friends has been awarded 
£85,000 in compensation at the 
High Court in London. 

Sophie Palmer, now 21, 
claimed more than £400,000 in 
damages after suffering frac¬ 
tured ribs, a collapsed lung 
and debilitating internal in¬ 
juries. 

But a judge was uncon¬ 
vinced that she would have 
reached her dream of becom¬ 
ing a qualified midwife if she 
had not had the collision in 
October 2004. 

Mrs Palmer, the wife of an 
RAF regiment gunner, had 
been travelling home to 
Wallington with friends after 
a night out in Croydon. 

The Ford Fiesta in which 
she was a passenger careered 
off the road in Chaldon, Sur¬ 
rey, flattening a telegraph 
pole and smashing into a tree. 

Her friend, Lucie Hampson, 
16, from Purley, died in the 
wreckage together with her 
19-year-old boyfriend Jamie 
Clayton. 

Judge Richard Seymour QC 
awarded a sum of £85,715 
against the driver Christo-

pher Kitley, whose insurers 
accepted liability while dis¬ 
puting the value of the claim. 

Mrs Palmer won just £30,000 
for loss of future earnings, 
less than a 10th of her origi¬ 
nal claim. 

Judge Seymour also reduced 
her damages claim for “pain, 
suffering and loss of ameni¬ 
ty” by 15 per cent because she 
was not wearing a seatbelt. 

He told the court: “I have to 
say that I was not impressed 
by Mrs Palmer as a witness. 

“Her answers seemed to me 
to be conditioned by what she 
believed would enhance her 
award.” 

Afterwards Judge Seymour 
was told that his compensa¬ 
tion award was less than a 
pre-trial offer made by Mr Kit- 
ley’s insurers to settle the 
claim. 

As a result, Mrs Palmer is 
likely to be heavily penalised 
with legal costs.

She added: “Prostate can¬ 
cer is one of the most lethal 
cancers for men, killing 
11,000 every year.

Vote on disabled service 


Protesters have one last hope for 
controversial plans cutting person¬ 
al door-to-door transport services 
for disabled schoolchildren to be 
scrapped. 

Executive councillors voted on 
Monday for pick-up points for a po¬ 
tential 85 special needs children in 
the borough once risk assessments 
were completed.

But speaking at the executive 
meeting the mother of a seven- 
year-old girl with multiple difficul¬ 
ties said the proposals should be 
scrapped. Michelle Kinsella, 39, 
said: “This is barbaric, it should

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Wife’s plea 
over Iraq 
detention 


The British wife of a business¬ 
man held by American forces 
in Iraq on terrorism charges 
has described her husband’s 
situation as “desperate” after 
returning from a visit to his 
Baghdad holding camp. 

Kadhum Ridha Al-Sarraj, 29, 
who lives in Carshalton, was 
arrested on September 15 after 
a heart monitor he created 
was mistaken for a bomb. 

Mr Al-Sarraj, a salesman 
with medical equipment sup¬ 
plier Matana, is being held in 
Camp Cropper where former 
president Saddam Hussein 
was held prior to receiving the 
death penalty. 

Last week his wife Shereen 
Nasser, 24, a research assis¬ 
tant, flew to the war-torn coun¬ 
try for about an hour with her 
husband - an Iraqi national 
with a UK visa. 

She said: “Physically he is 
being treated OK, but he is 
emotionally and mentally 
drained. He said he is being in¬ 
terrogated once a week about 
things that have nothing to do 
with his case. 

“We are very concerned now 
as the Americans have no good 
reason to hold him there and

are trying to pin him to crimes 
he has not committed - I’m 
scared how long they will keep 
him for. The situation is get¬ 
ting desperate.” 

Mrs Nasser, who is seeking a 
lawyer to help her husband, 
said the visit to Camp Cropper 
was a “horrid experience”. 

She said: “We were searched 
up and down in a degrading 
and humiliating way. 

“Then we boarded a bus with 
the windows blacked out and 
we weren’t allowed to talk to 
each other or even the soldiers 
on board. It was very harsh 
conditions.” 

Mrs Nasser said she believed 
his MSc degree project mea¬ 
suring cardiac output fell into 
American hands after his fam¬ 
ily’s Baghdad home was bur¬ 
gled two years ago when the 
family fled the city. 

Mr Al-Sarraj’s device was 
stolen along with other belong¬ 
ings and when the Americans 
gained possession, they dusted 
it for fingerprints which then 
sparked the security alert 
when Mr Al-Sarraj returned to

the country to sell pacemak¬ 
ers. 

MP for Carshalton and 
Wallington Tom Brake has 
said the Americans know Mr 
Al-Sarraj is not guilty but 
could not release him because 
of “procedure”. 

But Major Neal V Fisher II, 
from the Task Force 134 unit in 
charge of detainee control in 
Iraq has said Mr Al-Sarraj was 
“a threat to the security of 


Iraq”. He said: “He was de¬ 
tained on September 15, 2008 
under suspicion of terrorism 
and bomb-making charges. 

“His case has been reviewed 
by a Combined Review and Re¬ 
lease Board and is now await¬ 
ing trial in the central courts 
of Iraq.”

Inspire to

An inspirational Walling¬ 
ton nurse has won a nation¬ 
al achievement award for 
overcoming a rare lung dis¬ 
order to provide coun¬ 
selling to fellow sufferers. 

Despite living with 
bronchiectasis from the 
age of two, Jacquie White 
qualified as a midwife, 
health visitor and counsel¬ 
lor. 

She ran South African 
tropical disease wards, 
worked in a respiratory 
unit and specialised in pal¬ 
liative care at St Raphael’s 
Hospice in Cheam. 

But her career seemed 
under threat in 2006 when 
she was put on a constant 
oxygen supply after having 
respiratory failure diag¬ 
nosed. 

Undeterred, Jacquie em¬ 
barked on a pilot project to 
give patients counselling 
through the British Lung 
Foundation (BLF) helpline. 

Her remarkable contribu¬ 
tion to lung health has now 
been recognised with an 
Adult Respiratory Achiev¬ 
er of the Year award. 

Jacquie said: ‘Adjusting 
to the physical limitations 
of breathlessness, the prac¬ 
tical frustrations of being 
on oxygen and psychologi¬ 
cal implications of living 


with an unpredictable ill¬ 
ness is a challenge.” 

BLF had asked members 
of the public to nominate 
candidates in four cate¬ 
gories. 

The awards ceremony in 
London was intended to 
show how lung disease is 
not a barrier to achieve¬ 
ment. 

Helena Shovelton, BLF 


chief executive, said: “We 
are delighted that this 
event recognises people 
who have succeeded in im¬ 
proving the lives of those 
who have lung disease.”

A headteacher criticised the 
actions of his staff following a 
chemical spill at a school. 

A bottle of the highly volatile 
liquid silicon tetrachloride, 
smashed open in the design 
and technology department at 
Wallington County Grammar 
school on November 20. 

The incident, which caused 
twelve pupils and five teachers 
to be treated for breathing dif¬ 
ficulties and burns, has led to 
an investigation by Sutton 
Council. 

Headteacher Mr Howarth 
was critical of technicians 
who decided to open the 500ml 
bottle of the toxic, corrosive 
liquid in the design and tech¬ 
nology department. 

He said: “It was a daft thing 
to do. It should have been 
opened in a fume cupboard as 
that is the recommended pro¬ 
cedure.” 

Although Mr Howarth de¬ 
nied a parent’s claim that dan¬ 
gerous chemicals are easily 
accessible to pupils, he did say 
that the school will be “review¬ 
ing procedures” for storage of 


harmful chemicals. 

Mr Howarth said: “We are 
not careless with these types of 
things, we know that mistakes 
were made. I have worked in a 
laboratory before, so I have 
some background knowledge 
as to how chemicals should be 
dealt with.” 

The headteacher would not 
be drawn on what may lay in 
store for the technicians. He 
said: “It would be wrong to dis¬ 
cuss the investigation and any 
disciplinary procedures.” 


Adding: “The emergency ser¬ 
vices were very complimenta¬ 
ry about the way we handled 
the situation, pupils were evac¬ 
uated quickly. The bottle was 
opened with grips, not a span¬ 
ner as was first reported. 

“Silicon tetrachloride has a 
very low boiling point, some of 
the liquid has crystalised at 
the top of the bottle and that is 
why it was so hard to get off.”

Trim costs of getting from A to B 


Beat the recession by using 
money-saving transport ideas

Recession is starting to bite, 
belts are being tightened and 
everyone is looking for ways to 
save money. So why not start 
by trimming the cost of getting 
from A to B? 

If you drive a car, what do 
you drive? The greenest small 
family car uses £438 less petrol 
a year than the small family 
car with the highest C02 emis¬ 
sions. In addition the greenest 
small family car costs £120 a 
year in road tax compared to 
the least environmentally 
friendly model (£400), a saving 
of £280. See tfl.gov.uk/smarter 
driving for more details. 

And what about insurance? 
Premiums for the small family 
car which is kindest to the 
planet average £475, compared 
to high C02 emission vehicles 
of comparable size, which aver¬ 
age £748 a year, leaving you 
£273 better off. Even Jeremy 
Clarkson would have to con¬ 
cede it makes sense. 

But ask yourself whether you 
need a car at all. Car clubs are 
multiplying daily with Trans¬ 
port for London (TfL) calculat¬ 
ing that joining a car-sharing 
group rather than buying a ve¬ 
hicle of your own can save 
nearly £2,000 a year, with ser¬ 
vicing, maintenance, tax, in¬ 
surance and MoTs a thing of 
the past. 

The website carclubs.org 
goes further. It calculates that 
if you drive fewer than 6,000 
miles a year, a car club could 
save you up to £3,500 a year. 


Streetcar (streetcar.co.uk) 
has car bays all over Sutton. 
Two are within a five-minute 
walk of Sutton station so if 
you use the train most days, 
but once in a while need to lug 
home a flatpack futon from 
IKEA, consider a car club. And 
if you are dithering about 
whether to buy a second car, 
why not try a car club in its 
place for a month or two? 

Research for the transport 
charity Carplus found that 
while London’s car owners pay 
thousands of pounds keeping 
their cars on the road, half 
spend less than three and a 
half hours a week actually sit¬ 
ting in them. So for 164 hours, 
the vehicles do nothing but de¬ 
preciate. 

Other worthwhile options in¬ 
clude car sharing, where you 
simply halve car costs with a 
friend, neighbour or relative, 
and lift-sharing. If you register 
at liftshare.com you can find a 
lift-share buddy near you. 

If you simply can’t face life 
without a car of your own, at 
lease remember to keep tyres 
at the right pressure. Under-in¬ 
flated tyres can increase fuel 
consumption by two per cent. 
Other cost and fuel-saving 
tips? 

• Avoid short journeys. Cold 
engines use twice as much fuel 
as warm engines, and catalytic 
converters take six miles to be¬ 
come effective. 

• Speed up and slow down 
smoothly. Avoiding sharp ac¬ 
celeration and heavy breaking 
reduces fuel consumption and 
C02 emissions. 


• Empty the clutter from 
your boot. Do you really need 
all that stuff? Carrying heavy 
loads makes your engine work 
harder, burning more fuel.An 
even more efficient and benefi¬ 
cial way of getting around the 
Sutton area is on a bicycle. 

Officially, the annual run¬ 
ning cost of a bike (including 
tyres, servicing, equipment 
and maintenance) is £337 - al¬ 
though many cyclists pay far, 
far less. Aside from keeping 
you trim, bikes are, of course, 
free from road tax, and don’t 
get stuck in long queues of 
traffic. But the real benefit is 
cost saving. Overall, a car is 12 
times more expensive to run 
each year than a bike. 

Sutton is blessed with excel¬ 
lent public transport links, de¬ 
livering you by bus, train or 
tram right to the heart of shop¬ 
ping areas. 

Smarter Travel Sutton is 
showing people how they can 
cut the costs of getting from A 
to B as part of Sutton Council’s 
10-point economic recovery 
plan, launched this month 
to help residents and business 
during the economic down¬ 
turn. Find out more at

If you don’t already have an 
Oyster card, you should seri¬ 
ously consider getting one. The 
website tfl.gov.uk/oyster will 
tell you everything you need to 
know, but the key fact is that 
the card cuts ordinary bus 
fares in half. And don’t forget 
to stretch your legs too. The 
cheapest form of local trans¬ 
port remains using your own 
two feet, saving money and 
keeping you fit. 

Christmas can be an expen¬ 
sive time of year, leaving many 
families with a burden of debt, 
but by trimming transport 
costs and choosing choosing al¬ 
ternative ways to travel, you 
can start making household 
budget savings immediately.

Can’t make rent blues 


There is no danger of local resi¬ 
dents complaining about the 
sounds generated by Sutton 
Acoustic Music Club on Saturday. 

Members are being forced to 
stage their bluegrass and folk 
music charity concert 11 miles 
away in east Surrey because of ris¬ 
ing hall hire fees. 

The club has already defied its 
name once after moving from the 
Secombe Theatre to the more cost- 
efficient Riddell Hall in Tadworth. 

Now it is leaving its Sutton roots 
farther behind by raising funds for 
the Royal National Lifeboat Insti¬ 
tution (RNLI) at Betchworth Vil¬ 
lage Hall. 

Organiser Mike McCarthy said 
leaflets advertising the original

venue had been sent when it was 
announced the hire charge was 
doubling to £200. 

He added: “You would think 
charges would be going down 
rather than up in the recession. It 
is a pity because there is a chance 
we could lose out on some funds 
and it has taken a lot of reorganis¬ 
ing.” 

The event for RNLI was started 
16 years ago in memory of Charlie 
Gaisford, a bluegrass banjo player 
from Banstead, killed in a fishing 
accident. 

This year’s line-up includes 
eclectic acts from across the south¬ 


east such as Monroes Revenge, 
Betty and the Acoustic Astronauts 
and One Tree Hillbillies. 

Riddell Hall has now agreed to 
drop the charge to the 2007 level so 
the charity concert can return 
slightly nearer Sutton next winter. 

Mr McCarthy said: “We were sad 
to leave the Riddell Hall. It is one 
of the nicest hall venues in Surrey, 
one of the area’s best kept secrets. 
We are glad we can move back 
there for our 2009 charity con¬ 
cert.”

Nearly 120,000 tons of goods pass 
through the market every year. 


Once inside, lamb, pork and beef 
are cut into joints or catering por¬ 
tions and sold alongside poultry 
and other provisions - such as 
haggis. 

Smithfield is located in the 
‘Square Mile’ of the City of 
London, just five minutes from St 
Bartholomew’s Hospital, the 
Barbican and the Old Bailey. 

The Church of St Bartholomew 
the Great, where ‘Four Weddings 
and a Funeral’ was filmed, is just 


across the road, as is the site 
where William Wallace (think 
Braveheart and Mel Gibson) was 
hung, drawn and quartered. 

This is one of London’s tradi¬ 
tional early-morning sights. Be 
sure to visit early: Smithfield is in 
full swing while others are still 
asleep. Enjoy the banter and bustle 
- then enjoy breakfast in one of 
the many nearby pubs, which open 
early to serve market staff and 
customers.

Teenage reporters have been hit¬ 
ting the web to share their 
thoughts on issues that matter to 
them - from the US elections to the 
problems with too much partying. 

Pupils from Ursuline High 
School in Wimbledon are taking 
advantage of a new community 
correspondent feature at your 
localguardian.co.uk that gives 
anyone the chance to publish their 
own stories for free. 

The Crescent Road school has 
appointed more than 20 of its own 
correspondents, who have to meet 
strict deadlines and editorial rules 
when they submit their stories. 

Lisa Thefaut, who runs the pro¬ 
ject at Ursuline, said the pupils 
had relished the chance to share 
their thoughts and views online. 

“They are getting a lot out of 
this scheme and are enthusiasti¬ 
cally taking on the role of commu¬ 
nity correspondents. Articles so 
far have been varied and of an ex¬ 
cellent standard,” she said. 

The students have already re¬ 
ported on a range of subjects, 
from upcoming school events to 
wider issues like politics and the 
environment. 

Diana Jarvis, manager of the 
community correspondent pro¬ 
gramme, said she had been im¬ 
pressed by the talent and 
dedication of the Ursuline stu¬ 
dents. 

She added: “This project gives 


pupils a fantastic opportunity to 
see life as a journalist. We’ve 
made it as real as possible, with 
job specifications and application 
forms.” 

Mrs Thefaut agreed that the 
unique scheme would give stu¬ 
dents a taste of life in the working 
world. “This is exactly the sort of 
learning we encourage as a busi¬ 
ness and enterprise specialist 
school,” she said.

South London businesses could benefit 
from a £300m pot to fund the regeneration 
of town centres, the Mayor of London’s 
deputy has said.

Through its meditative 
aspects it reduces stress, im¬ 
proves balance and coordina¬ 
tion, increases flexibility, 
motion and strength, enhances 
body awareness, burns calo¬ 
ries and assists mental well¬ 
being.

Hundred-year-old trees 
felled on company’s land 


An investigation has been 
launched into why 100-year-old 
trees were felled on Bedding- 
ton Lane. 

The oak and lime trees have 
been chopped down despite 
having protection status and 
most of them having tree 
preservation orders. 

The land is to the north of 
the Viridor waste management 
centre on Beddington Lane, 
and is owned by Garratt Court 
Poperties, based in 
Wandsworth.

Nick Gardner, of Pine Ridge, 
Carshalton, said the area has 
been destroyed beyond recog¬ 
nition. He said: “It could be a 
scene of destruction from the 
Amazon rainforest - but sadly 
it is much closer to home. The 
area adjoins a shooting range 
and was previously covered by 
an extensive area of mature 
woodland. But despite the pro¬ 
tection, it has been illegally 
cleared. 

“I want to know what mea¬ 
sures have been taken to pun¬ 
ish the perpetrators, and will 
the council be insisting that 
the land is re-planted to main¬ 
tain the biodiversity of the 
borough, or will this be yet an¬ 
other parcel of land that disap¬ 
pears under concrete?” 

Tree surgeon Chris Allcock, 
26, said: “Some of these trees 
have been here for more than 
100 years, there are ancient 
oaks and limes in a wild habi¬ 
tat. This is a real loss to the 
area. This simply cannot be 
done in an area of conserva¬ 
tion.” 

Although the land is owned 
by Garratt, the Viridor waste 
management centre on Bed¬ 
dington Lane has faced criti¬ 
cism from residents over the 
smell the depot creates. Tree 
surgeon Chris said: “Bedding- 


ton was one of the most his¬ 
toric and idyllic areas around, 
but now it smells and a lot of 
the greenery is being ripped 
out.” 

A spokesman for Garratt re¬ 
fused to comment on the situa¬ 
tion. 

A Sutton Council spokesman 
said: “We are aware of protect¬ 


ed trees being felled on land 
owned by Garratt Court Prop¬ 
erties Ltd and we are currently 
investigating the circum¬ 
stances around this. 

“Until that investigation has 
concluded we will be unable to 
comment further.”

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One man’s struggle with his body led to seven suicide attempts and an autobiography. ELEANOR 
HARDING talks to Stephen Westwood who has suffered from body dysmorphic disorder for years 


BDD: The facts 

Body dysmorphic disorder (BDD) was only 
officially recognised in 1997, and has some 
similarities to Obsessive Compulsive Disor¬ 
der (OCD). Sufferers are preoccupied with a 
perceived defect in their appearance, which 
they feel is repulsive to others. The thoughts 
take over their lives. 

Some become reclusive, unable to work or 
leave the house in daylight. They may also 
become obsessed with make-up or plastic 
surgery, and sufferers have also been known 
to mutilate themselves, trying to pick away at 
perceived blemishes. 

Dr Lynne Drummond, a consultant psychia¬ 
trist, says: “Some people who have the disor¬ 
der have plastic surgery, which isn’t going to 
cure it. It’s never enough. There’s usually 
nothing wrong with the way they look. Many 


of these people have low self esteem.” 

The causes may be genetic, or routed in 
childhood experiences. The severity of the 
disorder is on a spectrum, and treatment can 
include drugs or Cognitive Behavioural Ther¬ 
apy (CBT). The therapy helps sufferers to 
come to terms with their fears. 

Treatment can involve 20 to 24 sessions, 
and around 80 per cent of patients experi¬ 
ence at least a 50 per cent reduction in 
symptoms. 

Dr Drummond adds: “People often think 
they are just being vain and that it’s not a se¬ 
rious condition. But it can affect the person’s 
whole being and their view of themselves. It 
can affect their life and their work.” 

If you think you have BDD, visit your GP, 
who can refer you to a mental health team.

Tough battle to feel 
at ease in own skin 


Stephen Westwood was 15 when 
he started wearing foundation. 
Ashamed of the way he looked, 
he suffered for years before being 
diagnosed with body dysmorphic 
disorder (BDD), a crippling men¬ 
tal illness. 

He says: “I thought my nose and 
face were red. I thought I would 
repulse everybody and felt un¬ 
comfortable leaving the house. I 
started putting my mum’s foun¬ 
dation on every day. 

“I thought my skin was too thin 
and you could see the blood ves¬ 
sels underneath. 

“Actually, it was just in my 
mind. Looking back at photos, I 
can see that there’s nothing 
there.” 

Stephen left school for a job as a 
hospital porter. Sometimes he 
thought he looked so bad he 
couldn’t go to work at all, so he 
eventually lost his job. 

He says: “I saw a psychiatrist 
but I didn’t tell him about my face 
because I thought it was a physi¬ 
cal defect and was ashamed that I 
was obsessed by my looks. 

“I started a relationship and 
that made me feel better. But I’d 
still put on make up every day 
and every night so my girlfriend 
didn’t see my face. 

“She took the mickey and said I 
was vain. 

“I wasn’t able to explain that I 
was looking in the mirror with

distress, not thinking how lovely 
I was.” 

The relationship ended, and life 
got worse. Stephen avoided going 
out or answering the door, and 
spent hours in the toilet trying to 
build up the makeup. 

More relationships and jobs fol¬ 
lowed, but they were always ru¬ 
ined by the illness. 

“There would be times when I 
was so depressed, I thought of 
suicide. I cut my arms quite badly 
to get over the upset I was feeling 
about having such an ugly face. 

“Eventually, I took an overdose 
of antidepressants that was so 
bad it made me sleep for three 
days. I woke up not knowing who 
I was.” 

At 30, after seven suicide at¬ 
tempts, Stephen broke down and 
told a psychiatrist what was 
wrong. He was already being 
treated for depression, so his pre¬ 
scription was changed and, after 


a while, the horrible thoughts left 
him. 

He says: “I stopped taking the 
makeup to work. I still felt de¬ 
pressed, but what I saw in the 
mirror was different. It started to 
go away. 

“When I was diagnosed with 
BDD I realised I wasn’t alone in 
having these thoughts. It felt 
great.” 

Stephen started dating again, 
and met his wife Ashley, 25, four 
years ago. They clicked straight 
away and now have a 14-month- 
old son, Draven. Stephen says he 
is now 70 per cent recovered. 

Now 34, he has published Sui¬ 
cide Junkie, an autobiography to 
help other BDD sufferers. 

He gives freelance talks on men¬ 
tal health and is doing an access 
course to help him into a psychol¬ 
ogy degree. 

He says: “I thought that it would 
be like this for life. I thought I 
would die by my own hand. 

“Now I want to help others, and 
I might even be a psychiatrist my¬ 
self one day.”

Many people will be planning a 
break around Christmas and 
New Year to visit friends or 
family, or just to escape the fes¬ 
tive ballyhoo. 

But how safe is your home 
while you’re away? 

If you haven’t given much 
thought to security lately, re¬ 
member that the risk of being 
burgled rises in a recession, 
and that for very little outlay 
you can buy peace of mind. 

Burglar alarms can mean a 
reduction in the cost of home 
contents insurance, although 
some firms - AA, Budget and 
Bradford & Bingley among 
them - refuse to discount pre¬ 
miums. Shop around, and 
you’ll find you can get up to 15 
per cent off insurance for a 
professionally maintained 
alarm system, representing an 
average annual saving of £21. 

More importantly, a visible 
burglar alarm bell box on your 
outside wall reduces the risk of 
anyone trying to break in, ac¬ 
cording to the Met Police. 

“You’re far less likely to be¬ 
come the victim of a burglary 
at home if you have a correctly 
fitted and well-maintained bur¬ 
glar alarm,” a Met Police 
spokesman told Guardian 
Homes. “However, they should 
be regarded only as one ele¬ 
ment within a complete securi¬ 
ty package.”

Alarms in themselves will 
not add to the value of your 
home, or make a home more 
saleable. But they are good for 
peace of mind. 

“It can bring down your in¬ 
surance premium, and any¬ 
thing to improve security is 
always a plus,” said John 
Macco of Choices in Sutton. 

The range of products is 
huge. If you are prepared to 


get up a ladder yourself, you 
can pay as little as £40 for a 
DIY alarm system from Argos. 
The catalogue store’s £39.99 
Micromark kit, suitable for a 
three-bedroom home, includes 
a pair of movement detectors, 
two door contacts, a bell box 
for your wall and a control 
panel. The only ‘extra’ is a bat¬ 
tery. If it goes off, it just makes 
an infernal racket. 

You can pay to have a main¬ 
tenance contract with a securi¬ 
ty company (typically £50 to 



£80 a year), or a monitoring 
contract (between £70 and 
£175) in which a keyholder is 
called if your alarm goes off. 

Alternatively, you can be 
linked to the police - although 
there is no guarantee a squad 
of gallant officers in blue will 
dash to the scene. The police 
charge a one-off fee of £45 to 
register, with a unique refer¬ 
ence number. 

Be warned, though, that 
three false alarms in a year 
means that you will be struck 
off the police list. 
Probably the best 
bet is to dispense 
with monitoring 
and opt instead for 
speech dialler. For a 
one-off fee of be¬ 
tween £100 and £150 


the alarm will trigger automat¬ 
ed calls to a set of numbers of 
your choice. 

Professional installers 
quote an average of £475 to fit 
an alarm, plus £150 a year for a 
combined maintenance and 
monitoring contract. 

You should choose an in¬ 
staller approved by the Nation¬ 
al Security Inspectorate (www. 
nsi.org.uk) or the Security Sys¬ 
tems and Alarms Inspection 
Board (www.ssaib.org). 

If you are dithering about 
having an alarm installed, a 
police crime prevention officer 
will be happy to offer you free 
guidance. Just call your local 
nick for an appointment. 

Check with your neigh¬ 
bours. Find out which burglar 
alarm companies are the best. 


If several houses in a street or 
neighbourhood watch area are 
considering installing alarms, 
installers may give a discount. 

Most importantly, use an 
alarm in conjunction with 
other ways of beefing up your 
security. Sensor-activated out¬ 
side lights deter burglars. Or 
plant thorny bushes under 
windows and fit key-operated 
locks to windows. It is also a 
good idea to fit a chain to your 
front door to vet callers. 

If all else fails, buy a 
dummy burglar alarm box, 
identical to the real thing, for 
under a tenner. It even flashes 
authentically. As there is no 
risk of it going off in the mid¬ 
dle of the night, the bonus is 
that you can maintain good re¬ 
lations with your neighbours!

Waste plan 
now closer 

Plans to build a cutting edge waste 
management facility handling the 
household rubbish of four south Lon¬ 
don boroughs moved closer last week. 

The South London Waste Partner¬ 
ship (SLWP) - a coalition of Croydon, 
Kingston, Merton and Sutton bor¬ 
oughs - has launched a bid for £109 mil¬ 
lion of public-private financing for the 
project. 

An outline business case has been 
submitted to the Department for the 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs, 
in a proposal that claims to reduce the 
amount of waste sent to landfill dra¬ 
matically. 

Merton is under pressure to reduce 
the amount of rubbish buried in land¬ 
fill, after rapid increases in the tax 
charged to local authorities if they 
continue to dispose of waste in this 
way. 

By 2010, the borough would be 
charged £48 for every tonne of waste 
sent to landfill. Merton cabinet mem¬ 
ber for the environment, Councillor 
David Simpson, said: “If we are suc¬ 
cessful in securing this funding we 
would be saving millions of pounds 
and offering huge value for money to 
our residents.”

The Mayor of London’s new director 
of environmental policy is urging 
people to vote for their local park in 
the Mayor’s £6m parks give-away. 

Speaking to this paper last week, Is¬ 
abel Dedring said this was a fantastic 
opportunity to secure £400,000-worth 
of improvements to a park, under the 
Help a London Park scheme. 

She explained that at least one park 
in every borough in south-west Lon¬ 
don has been placed on a shortlist 
“based on need and where the money 
could make the biggest improve¬ 
ment”. 

The two parks that receive the most 
votes in south-west London between 
now and January 30 will each receive 
the money. At the same time, one 
large park in London will be selected 
by Boris Johnson’s team to receive 
£2m. 

In Wandsworth, the shortlisted 
parks are King George’s Park and 
Latchmere Recreation Ground. 

Coun Malcolm Grimston, the coun-

cil’s environment spokesman, said: 
“People can help secure real benefits 
for these two local parks by taking 
part in this exciting initiative. 

“Voting for King George’s Park 
could result in a new playground and 
a new riverside footpath along the 
Wandle, while Latchmere Rec could 
also get extra improvements to an al¬ 
ready-planned new playground, better 
entrances and improved footpaths.” 

The money has been found from effi¬ 
ciency savings in the Mayor’s publici¬ 
ty budget, something he pledged to do 
if elected. 

The launch of the scheme coincided 
with the Mayor’s first major speech on 
the environment since being elected. 
He outlined a raft of measures de¬ 
signed to create a green economy 
in London. 

These included the creation of com¬ 
bined heat and power plants, the con¬ 


version of waste into energy, the cre¬ 
ation of 10 new Low Carbon Zones 
and the use of the Mayor’s powers to 
drive forward energy efficiency mea¬ 
sures in homes and businesses, plus 
electric vehicles.

He gritted his teeth 
and finished the gig, before gently 
brushing off several women’s 
advances and slipping off into his 
dressing room to have a good cry.

AND THE RADICALS 
If ever there was a band that epit¬ 
omised all that is good about live 
music, Walter Trout and his men 
are it. Even after having enjoyed 
album chart success on both 
sides of the Atlantic, the virtuoso 
rock-blues guitarist and former 
John Mayall man still found the 
time to play the Boom Boom, 
even after overcoming the tragic 
death of his bass player, Jimmy 
Trapp. Walter and his boys played 
the club twice that year, including 
Jimmy’s memorial gig. With 300 
people locked out and plenty of 
emotion in the room, Trout surged 
into the kind of solo that makes 
words redundant.

S-Club heaven? 


Jeep’s Patriot comes in a classier guise 
if you opt for this S-Limited version. 
Jonathan Crouch checks it out 


These days, you can buy yourself a 
Jeep with none of the downsides. 
You know, high fuel consumption, 
low emissions and ponderous han¬ 
dling. Of course, such a Jeep won’t 
be quite the same off road, but it can 
come close enough not to matter. 
Hence the appeal of the brand’s new 
generation products, cars like the 
Patriot. 

To make sure the Patriot can offer 
fashion as well as 4x4 focus, the im¬ 
porters have introduced the S-Limit- 
ed special edition version that we’re 
looking at here. It comes only with 
the more affordable 2.4-litre petrol 
engine, rather than the 2.0-litre CRD 
diesel that most customers choose. 
Still, that does mean that prices can 
be kept well under the £20,000 mark, 


just under £2,000 more than the 
plushest Patriot in the standard 
range, that with ‘Limited’ trim. 

So what does the extra cash buy 
you? Well, the answer is a whole se¬ 
ries of exterior and interior im¬ 
provements, including chrome grille 
surrounds, body-coloured door han¬ 
dles and mirrors, rear parking sen¬ 
sors, plus a special S-Limited badge 
and a front and rear under-ride 
body-kit. Interior improvements in¬ 
clude leather trimmed seats and 
leather and Alcantara door panels, 
plus a leather-covered centre arm¬ 
rest, gearstick and headrests. Out¬ 
side, there’s an S-Limited badge in a 
red and silver finish and a Startech 
chrome grille.
